Learning 
was gathered about music and philosophy. the Middle Ages 
was theology. Harvard College for hundred years after its 
founding made almost equally successful effort give liberal 
education through strictly training. This the atti- 
tude our agricultural and mechanical schools also; and all 
industrial and manual training where anything more than mere 
skill sought. 

More less permanent spasmodic attempts have been made 
here and there since the later Middle Ages unify studies and

Would violation the home relations 
between parent and child, the state should intérvene and exer- 
cise healthful supervision part the time over children during 
the long heated term? There are children, must admitted, 
who have work during the summer months, but from sanitary 
standpoint, they, too, need attention, and the state now regulates 
the hours well inspects the condition under which the child 
labor employed. evident that the schools can only 
part the work towards educating the child, and that minor 
part under the most favorable conditions. 

The faculty for play instinctive among children also 
among the young the inferior animals, and play the spontane- 
ous way that the child employs express itself naturally.

not understand the nature children, and making this state- 
ment, not inferred that the child not learn the 
lessons obedience, silence and industry the proper time. 
However, there come times when closet, room, the stable-loft, 
are too small for children romp and play in. Boys are noisy 
and they require elbow-room the yard, out the streets, the 
alleys, vacant lots, and finally wander over the neighborhood, 
not only play, but make new discoveries, and explore 
things while the girls may partially content them- 
selves with playhouses, morning and evening walks, and the cul- 
tivation flowers, etc. Naturally enough, they want during 
their earlier years wherever their brothers go. 

But the street influence unbridled, about the worst possible 
school instruction the child can enter. Curiosity 
dominant trait childhood, and just let policeman’s whistle 
blow, drunken .man pass along the street, and the children 
come trooping the scene swarms. soon the child 
large enough open the gate and rush into the street, enters 
into school which all the vicious traits depraved character 
are fostered. Frequently, the street species demoralization 
and terror practiced larger boys the smaller that can only 
find its counterpart the misrule which the dominant classes 
some nations practice extortion the dependent and helpless 
whom they govern. Street gangs are formed,— veritable Ishme- 
whose hands are against everyone and everyone’s hands 
against them. They tease, torment and annoy the citizens,— they 
steal from other children, snatch fruit and vegetables from the 
grocery stores, defy the police, and insult many 
these things, because they think funny. Under such tuition 
they develop low, quick species cunning, but acquired 
the expense arrested development along higher and better lines

When children play, they like play games their own choosing, 
and even their spells romping, there method also. 
For most games and rest periods, they prefer grass and shade 
trees, with clear spots for such games the grass would interfere 
children, left themselves, will pick out 
the best plots ground for play-places. Having this insight into 
the plays and games and nature childhood, the way provide 
the best means amusing and instructing the children becomes 
comparatively easy matter city which there are unoccu- 
pied lots. another way, dot the city with pleasant little 
parks along the boulevards and elsewhere,—real play grounds 
where the children can play and enjoy themselves without being 
danger runaway teams. These spots should made the 
most charming the city,—consisting playgrounds, flower 
beds, growing grain, shade trees, seats, walks, etc.,— children’s 
playgrounds. This scheme does not interfere with the larger and 
more elaborate one outlined park commissions, but rather 
corollary it. short, playgrounds intervals along the 
boulevards, would suggest itself the most feasible solution. 
practical people will find way meet this demand. 

Another need this connection may mentioned 
many the residence streets and perhaps some the business 
streets, seats should placed convenient distances that tired

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EDUCATION SECONDARY SCHOOLS.

acquaintance with commercial education began about 
twenty-five years ago, when entered the high school. 
One the features this school was business department 
which pupils were given instruction bookkeeping and penman- 
ship. The school did not offer commercial course, but merely 
the opportunity elect these two subjects. Such work, was 
done here, probably marks the beginning commercial education 
public schools. This particular school was more fortunate than 
many others, that the teacher these branches 
subjects and knew how teach them. Unfortunately, there were 
many schools, and there are some to-day, where commercial sub- 
jects were introduced under protest, but response popular 
demand, and where the instruction was intrusted incompetent 
teachers. Under such conditions, only failure could 
any wonder that these called business departments were soon 
discontinued, and that commercial education fell into disrepute 

For good many years, instruction commercial branches was 
confined the business colleges, which, each our large cities 
contained one more. Their courses study were short and 
restricted those subjects which would immediate use 
obtaining position. Some these schools did good work, but 
many promised much and performed little. number these 
schools sufficient proof that they have met popular demand. 

new interest commerical education was awakened about 
ten years ago, and 1892, the American Association 
commissioned Prof. Edmund James, then the University 
Pennsylvania, investigate the commercial schools European 
countries. His excellent report was published and widely dis- 
tributed the American Bankers’ Association, and 
ably done more than anything else, convince public school men 
that commercial education should have place our secondary 
schools. But this new commercial education different from the 
old, not attempt compete with the business colleges 
offering courses composed purely technical subjects, rather 
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attempt supply this technical education, and supplement 
with other subjects which will develop well equipped, well 
rounded men and women. This conception commercial 
education. The law school does not create lawyers, not does the 
medical school create doctors, but they prepare men become 
lawyers and doctors. The ideal commercial school will not create 
business men, but should impart training which will make 
boy valuable assistant any business office, and the same 
time fit him intelligent and useful citizen. 

Commercial education has not been into our public 
schools, the contrary, has forced itself into our schools 
spite opposition. This has come about because the public has 
demanded it. Ex-President Garfield once said, “The business 


colleges which this country has originated, are protest against 
that capital defect our schools and colleges, which consists 
their refusal give young people training for business life.” 
hear much about the small attendance our high 
think that need not far find one answer the problem. 
Many schools refusing freedom elective courses have crowd- 
out pupils who might and should have remained school. 
Boys and girls belong school, the schools were created for them, 
and one course study will not hold them, another should 
substituted. Even those who favor large opportunity for choice 
subjects our higher institutions, have been among the most 
conservative matters relating secondary schools. The plea 
has been, that pupils high schools were too young and inex- 
perienced make wise choices. Possibly this true, but the 
fact remains that the principle election has been maintained 
our high schools the highest authority, from the beginning 
their history. boy chose not pursue the prescribed course, 
elected leave school, and the master approved the election. 
Our United States Commissioner Education, recent 
address, said; “The best education for the child and for the 
college man, that which links the school work with the child’s 
life, that education that teaches.” One great reason for the 
popularity business courses, that they connect the work 
the school with the more active life the outside world. 
Money, wages, notes, receipts, checks, bills, buying and selling, 
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are familiar topics the every-day life our pupils, few subjects 
are interesting the average boy, and not simply because 
hopes make his knowledge them useful after life, but 
largely because they are topics which already knows some- 
thing, and which hears much his life out school. 

Why should possible say that the commercial course 
the poorest one the high school? critic admits the prin- 
cipal reason for says, “These classical courses, 
though frequented only small portion the pupils, have 
always claimed share the expenditure made 
the school, because, for these courses, the best teachers were 
required.” Can anyone give any legitimate reason why the pupil 
who cannot college, and who does not care pursue that 
course which designed meet the varied and ever changing 
requirements for admission college, should not have least 
equal chance with his more fortunate fellow student, obtain 
good high school training? Certainly spend three four years 
good high school, will help boy better man 
more useful citizen, matter what studies, provided has 
the help competent teachers. our school officials will select 
their commercial teachers with the same care which they exercise 
the choice other high school teachers, they will the one 
thing most essential the success their business courses. They 
must remember that good teacher science may not good 
teacher mathematics, and good teacher either may prove 
very poor teacher the commercial branches. The man

for him little educational value.” Prof. James Chicago, 
says, “There are boys our community whom none the

true that these business subjects have educational 
value? gentleman who was visiting one the leading high 
schools our state after having seen the whole school said the 
bookkeeping which over forty pupils were busy, have 
seen other class this chool where the pupils were intent 
upon their work.” not that sort training and may 
not subject which produces such concentration mind credited 
with some educational value? school principal says, 
regard shorthand general educational value the high 
school securing concentrated mental effort, securing quick 
thinking, and providing students with means taking lec- 
tures. good deal our school work causes mulling and too 
slow pondering the part the pupil. Shorthand wakes them 
and makes them think with greater rapidity.”. Even the use 
the typewriter requires something more than mechanical skill. 
All errors stand out prominently the typewritten page that 
they cannot escape the eye. machine puts premium 
neatness and and when the teacher accepts only perfect 
work, the use the typewriter becomes strong factor the 
the habit doing all work neatly and accurately. 

Some our educators have such fear subjects prac- 
tical nature and fixed belief that old things and ways are best 
that, while yielding the demand for commercial courses, they 
depart little possible from the old lines, and the result 
hybrid product which attracts pupils reason its name, but 
which fails hold them school. One such business depart- 
ment large school had lost two thirds its first class the 
middle the third year. not misunderstand me, not plead- 
ing for easy course, but insist that you cannot make

arithmetic, less bookkeeping and oppor-

ful sign that large numbers pupils are taking the business 
courses our high schools preference the short courses 
offered the business colleges. shows willingness remain 
school three four years they are given the training which 
they feel that they need. 

The ideal business course should less liberal, less educa- 
tional, than the other high school should longer 
possible say that the commercial course the easiest the 
school. ‘There should easiest course, although may 
true that because one course meets the needs and capacities 
pupil, for him the easiest course. Perhaps the most impor- 
ant subject the course English. This work should planned 
develop freedom and expression, both oral and 
written, and cultivate love for good reading. The subjects 
economics, and industrial and commercial history should 
given prominence, not merely because their bearing 
ness affairs, but for their educational value, and especially for their 
value the training intelligent and thoughtful citizens. Com- 
mercial law and geography will course included. you 
course only three years less, there can little oppor- 
tunity for electives, but with four years’ course, there will op- 
portunity for electing work the sciences and modern languages. 
need not say anything more regard the technical business 
subjects, except that the time devoted them course three 
years more should about one fourth the total required 
work. Whether the course shall cover two, three, four years 
must determined local conditions. needs argument 
prove that better training can provided four years than 
two three. 
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the announcement regard the commercial department 
leading school, said, sense will the school trans- 
formed into office, counting-room, You are famil- 
iar with the laboratories and apparatus for the use the modern 
science department. any value the pupil actually 
combine chemicals order observe the results? not 
cient for him told what results will produced these 
combinations? the offices referred study bookkeeping 
practice the laboratory method, and 
may added that doing are following the example 
some the best foreign schools. The boy learns how note 
used using one, learns how bank account kept keep- 
ing one, and tests the accuracy his results comparing with 
the books the offices. the accounts not agree, the 
ancies must found and corrected before any other work at- 
tempted, and the boy who occasionally spends whole afternoon 
finding error learns that instead being play very 
much work. Our pupils need taught self-reliance 
and accuracy, and commercial department has better medium 
for this purpose than these fictitious offices. who will 
spend fifteen minutes the preparation lesson language 
mathematics will spend whole afternoon prove his cash 
error his trial balance. 

believe that the past have made the mistake measur- 
ing the value knowledge shorthand bookkeeping its 
power, and tliat have not given these two subjects full 
credit for their general utility. sure that everyone who has 
the handling even small sums money, will find knowledge 
the principles bookkeeping real value him. Many 
man does not know how use his check book able 
all times tell his correct bank balance. business man 
should have knowledge the principles bookkeeping, and this 
knowledge would often enable him know the condition his 
business before was too late. every housekeeper had sufti- 
cient knowledge accounts keep accurate record expend- 
itures, would enable her answer the question, Where does 
all the money go?”; and necessary, this record would form 
basis systematic economy. any time woman may find busi- 
ness cares thrust upon her, and she will then find knowledge 
business matters real value. much more satisfactory 
know that thing right than depend upon the knowledge 
someone else. 

Professional men will find knowledge shorthand not the 
least the labor-saving devices modern times, and the boy who 
preparing for profession, should encouraged make this 
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part his preparation. The mind acts much more rapidly than 
the pen can record longhand, and the use stenography will 
give greater freedom the mind and save incalculable amount 
labor. clergyman says, The very study and mastery the 
‘mystic art’ afford splendid discipline for the mind and the study 
stands such wide and pleasant contrast with all others that the 
study amounts arecreation. Shorthand not only saves physical 
labor and much valuable time the composition every sermon 
and address, but most happy aid composition.” 

conclusion, our commercial courses are not expected grad- 
uate experienced business men, but their graduates should have 
working knowledge the principles bookkeeping; they should 
have acquired lively interest business and some knowledge 
the fundamental laws commerce; they should have acquired the 
habit doing all work neatly and accurately, and systematic 
manner. They should have learned punctual and courteous 
and trustworthy, and not least importance, they should have 
learned how work hard, and think Such train- 
ing will make boy use business house, and will afford 
good foundation for learning any business. Above all, Our com- 
mercial schools, like all other educational institutions, should aim 
ennobling and training characters, the education men filled 
with public spirit and patriotism. They should aim training 
boys good men and useful citizens, before they think be- 
coming good merchants.”

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THE PERIL THE COLLEGE. 
PROF. DANIEL W. HERING, NEW YORK UNIVERSITY, UNIVERSITY HEIGHTS, N. Y. 


ROM the portent the timés one may almost forecast the 
passing the college. fast becoming question 
whether there any function for the colleges that are separate 
from the universities, perform, there such function, 
whether the latter will permit them perform it, unless they 
assume least the designation university. The tendency 
the part ambitious schools pose universities was subject 
ridicule some years ago; now becoming for 
institution exist simply college because the ground being 
cut from under the older more pretentious universities. 

the higher education the college our only exponent lib- 
eral distinguished from specialized culture, and colleges pres- 
ent are ranged two classes those which are part 
university and are accordingly associated more less intimately 
with graduate school, and one more professional schools and 
those which are separate isolated institutions, existing only 
for the purpose furnishing liberal education. The latter are 
spoken “small though this term often inappro- 
priate, since they outnumber students some instances the 
colleges large universities. colleges this class that 
the traditions college culture are attached, and this class 
more particularly that has come into peril. The universities 
themselves need the college, shown the fact that attempts 
conduct university America without undergraduate 
department have not met with encouraging success. Johns 
Hopkins very early experienced this, and the recent move Clark 
University further evidence the same effect. But the college 
which the universities would have putting the separate college 
disadvantage appropriating its name without performing 
its functions. worth while inquire whether this not 
detriment the students and possibly deception the 
President Harper, discussing the prospects the small college, 
recognizes among the factors especially adverse the early 
tendency the student specialism, but ignores the fact that 
far the universities encourage that disposition, and facilitate 
early specialism their own colleges, they defeat the better pur- 
pose the college, namely, liberal education. 

college course might expected provide liberal culture 
today well any time the past. looked upon 
preliminary professional training more generally now than ever 
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before; but professional training has been advanced far beyond 
what was only decade ago, and the time required for course 
law medicine greater than used be. the same 
time the spirit emulation among colleges, and the ambition 
the more and more narrow specialists the various chairs, have 
advanced requirements for admission and raised the quality and 
kind work required Freshmen, until only tolerably mature 
person fit undertake it. that the average age Fresh- 
men has been steadily rising. High schools and academies have 
responded these demands, and are not averse extension 
the preparatory work far possible, and between the upper 
stone the professional schools and the nether one the acad- 
emies, the college ground has steadily become more 
and more impracticable complete regular college course (which 
ought synonymous with obtaining general culture), and also 
course professional school, before reaching age unduly 
advanced. The effect this upon the individual has been much 
discussed, the effect upon the general public and upon the colleges 
entitled and likely receive further attention. 

The universities admit that not good expect student 
that shall engaged preparation for college until 
eighteen twenty years age, continue college until 
twenty-three, and then spend four years more medical training, 
bringing him the age twenty-seven before authorized 
begin his more likely begin wait for practice, and 
they are casting about for remedy for such evil. The meas- 
ures which they have far taken meet the case are largely 
the nature compromise, equivocal character. They 
not the bottom the matter, nor will any remedy 
adequate which fails give the opportunity for liberal culture first 
and special professional afterwards. 

One plan differentiate the work college that the stu- 
dent well enough prepared along the line his 
fessional work, say medicine, for example, less than four 
years, enter upon the medical course before completing his col- 
lege course. The university will then treat part this subse- 
quent professional work filling out the needed requirements for 
his college degree, and so, device which savors little 


juggling, may possible say that has received liberal 


college education and full four years course the professional 
school. 

then the college course nominally four years, and that 
the professional school nominally four years, the two courses 
can completed seven years less under this arrangement, 
but arrangement which fails meet the duty the 
college making narrow instead broad culture. 
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This plan possible yet, only institution that has its 
own college and profession: schools. student the separate 
college has opportunity for such abridgement. the 
discussion what become the small college. 

Another way arrange elective courses that capable and 
industrious student can cover enough hours meet the require- 
ments the bachelor’s degree less than four years. 

Still third way frankly declare requirements for admission 
high enough warrant the conferring the bachelor’s degree 
three years. 

Each these three methods now vogue one another 
American universities, and each the college course reduced 
less than four years, and generally early specializing. 

Harvard the old four years’ course abridged one-fourth; 
the same true Columbia; New York University nearly 
much; the Johns Hopkins has never been more than three 
years; while Cornell now possible receive the degree 
bachelor upon two years undergraduate college work the can- 
didate takes full four course the medical school under 
the Cornell faculty. 

some instances electives are provided that completing 
the junior, third year, college, student may undertake 
courses study the graduate division they are sort 
bear directly upon his intended professional studies, especially the 
theological pedagogical. 

Thus appears that some the universities the senior (or 
fourth) year has virtually ceased integral part the col- 
lege course and has been merged the professional graduate 
school. 

Gradually, the college being squeezed longer 
question whether the college course should shortened. 
student, today, needs spend more than three years, or, 
least one instance, more than two college, will only con- 
tinue his professional studies the same institution: sort 
chromo inducement deal exclusively with that establishment. 
does not necessarily follow that the results are bad, but this 
far from wholesome state things for college work proper (if 
college work and for colleges that are not directly 
linked professional school. 

With the present standards admission the Eastern States, 
and probably too the Western, student who completes the 
first three years college work certainly qualified begin his 
strictly professional training. The devices adopted universities 
meaning now, that term, those institutions which have pro- 
fessional schools well colleges literature, science and the 
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liberal arts those devices are once evidence that these 
institutions consider student qualified for professional study 
the end his junior year. They are also tacit admission that 
then qualified for his bachelor’s degree, far non-pro- 
fessional study concerned. 

dinner recently, the president Columbia University 
declared that that institution stands first all for the broad basis 
liberal education, and then for the severest and most precise 
training the specialist scholarship. give that liberal edu- 
cation the most catholic spirit and the most effective means 
the glad task the old college. Some day, every department 
our special training will rest upon that liberal education 
That last remark would seem mean that the liberal 
education such the old college gives ought made pre- 
requisite entering upon special training. can 
doubt about the soundness the principle the sincerity the 
speaker, and must conclude that, his estimation, the liberal 
education accomplished three years after the beginning the 
freshman year, for Columbia one the universities 
the student can pass from the college into the professional school 
one year before receives his baccalaureate degree arts sci- 
ence. the same time, the universities that use this contrivance 
for abbreviating the time college, require additional year 
undergraduate work from student who may wish elsewhere 
for his professional training. The fact, however, that can avail 
himself this opportunity explicit permission, and im- 
plicit invitation him complete his college course with three 
years study the college. 

Those who not make use that opportunity are nevertheless 
qualified the end their junior enter upon 
called advanced work other lines law medicine 
theology, and they are fully entitled the degree 
are those who are going with professional study, but 
they are discriminated against for very apparent reason except 
that the university desires maintain nominal four years’ 
course leading the degree B.S. 

this discrimination alone that puts the undergraduate course 
university upon equal footing with that isolated col- 
lege. Those students who cut short the period their college 
course not receive high broad culture those who 
complete four years’ course “the small But they 
“save” year, without losing prestige and that works hard- 
ship the Small College. consequent danger the college 
may insidious rather than imminent, but none the less real. 

are rapidly nearing point where the demands prepara- 
tion for profession are such that student cannot hope meet 
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them addition acquiring non-technical college education, 
before twenty-five years age, and such contingency 
the college course must go. 

would unfortunate this condition could not remedied, 
not the college, may student expect find liberal dis- 
tinguished from specialized culture? And the college 
provide liberal culture why should the college courses the uni- 
versitis specialized greatly they have been Why 
made technical, narrow, much the nature true uni- 
versity work distinguished from true college work? not 
merely because man today must specialist order excel. 
that necessity fact receives due consideration its 
legitimate place when the student enters upon his higher work, 
whether candidate for profession advanced student 
arts pure science; but not for that reason alone, 
chiefly, that the college courses have been differentiated into hun- 
dred electives, groups representing one another pre- 
dominant order study. rather because the undergraduate, 
when enters college, knows that before can expect com- 
plete four years’ course must face the necessity beginning 
his professional studies, and then bound arise the annoying 
question, “Of what use will such and such subject 
profession wholly alien it?” and imperatively demands 
answer. ought possible for him obtain good liberal 
education without losing the opportunity for special training 
the highest order; and also secure the special training without 
foregoing broad general education. matters are our uni- 
versities present, can neither these things. 

his college work could begun lower and earlier, 
made, course which would permit him mingle among intelli- 
gent people with some ability appreciate subjects, and move- 
ments other channels than the narrow ones which present 
curricula restrict his observations. And then 
knowledge, when acquired, would stand superstructure upon 
foundation broad enough support it,— not like pyramid upon 
its apex. secure first this broad foundation the more desira- 
ble because almost the only time one has for acquiring general 
during his college days, whereas the remainder his 
life devoted the specialty. may the years subsequent 
his first graduation more than the preceding ones 
determine the final lines his specializin 
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The separate colleges must maintain the same standards 
scholarship are required the universities, higher, they 
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would live; they cannot, therefore, admit students lower 
requirements without discredit, and they cannot, long the 
universities nominally require four years, graduate their students 
less time, although the universities themselves strictly 
abide that requirement. Hence the vexing problem exist- 
ence for the colleges. 

Thus appears that some the best American universities 
present, maintaining two standards, are playing fast and loose 
with the bachelor’s degree, requiring one limit time and 
attainments for the virrual completion undergraduate course 
such their students will continue their professional studies 
the same university, and further limit for those who pursue 
graduate work there elsewhere, professional study elsewhere, 
who not continue university work all. necessity this 
higher limit must reached students from other colleges who 
may desire with advanced work these universities, and 
such colleges themselves have graduate professional 
departments, they occupy the generally recognized field 
American college distinct from the university, the course for 
their students full four years the highest requirements, 
there degree. not the high grade the universities 
that hurting the college, this double standard. 

This condition must eventually undermine the patronage and 
support the separate colleges. How long they can stand may 
question, but that they must suffer from more, the longer 
continued and the further pushed, scarcely admits 
question. can hardly expected die meekly. 
imposed upon them that their bachelor’s degree shall mean more 
than that from the universities, they could hardly blamed if, 
return, they resorted liberal conferment the mastership 


the doctorate upon more slender attainments than are demanded 


the larger institutions, even honorary distinction. Such 
example atavism would regrettable but might have 
good effect upon the universities. 

the Continent Europe, the completion course the 
gymnasium fits student enter the university, where special- 
izes pleases. The Russian gymnasia carry most, 
far the end the sophomore year American college, the 
German gymnasia about one year farther. 

Somewhat less preparation required enter Oxford Cam- 
bridge University than enter the leading colleges this coun- 
try, and three years are sufficient complete the course there. 

plain, therefore, that adequate preparation for real uni- 
versity work, such advanced investigations research, could 
accepted for the college course, that regarded 
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fully attained foreign institutions when students reach point 
corresponding the end our junior year; and the same true 
for the beginning special professional study any line. 

There then, very good reason for placing the bachelor’s 
advanced preparation for profitable work college. 

How shall the colleges find relief? Gifts money cannot 
overcome the difficulty, matter how large they may money 
large sums will essential the life colleges well 
the univ ersities; but large endowments cannot add one hour 
the day, extend the period youth, increase the rate 
which student can and unless these things 
can done some other change must had than that which can 
the college course shall shortened begin with the 
present entrance that now fait accompli. The 
question rather whether the present status should maintained 
the former restored; whether the universities might not with 
propriety and with advantage both themselves and the pub- 
lic, institute system which those students who feel that four 
years college instruction and college associations 
three, might permitted start upon such course point 
from which would possible reach higher stage culture 
than now attained and yet later entering upon pro- 
fessional study. That not impossibility.

Will the members such consolidation trust agree 
upon the territory for each constituent like the express companies, 
perhaps emulate the anthracite coal companies limiting the 
yearly educational output? will finally some one them try 
dominate not absorb all the rest 

simpler solution for the present, least, and one that could 

Let the universities openly and avowedly what they now 
some extent evasively; let them declare that the end the 
present third junior year college reaches level scholar- 
ship entitling the student the degree bachelor and fitting him 
for either professional postgraduate this for all 
college students alike. 
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Let them call this the fourth senior year, and call the present 
freshman the sophomore second year. 

Let them receive students who prepare for present freshman 
standing second year students sophomores, with the under- 
standing ‘that three years more are sufficient for the completion 
the undergraduate course. 

Let them offer the opportunity those who may desire it, 
begin college work freshmen year lower than present, leav- 
ing the students and their parents decide whether they 
will prefer four years college one year more the prepara- 
tory school with three college. 

The separate college then could likewise without discredit. 
Then let the college course devoted broad culture, and 
the end the graduate could specialize more completely and 
more intelligently than now. That the plan which the able 
scholars today were produced. 

This would not quite the same thing lowering the course 
just would graduate the students high many 
now quite high enough; would give equal privilege all; 
would make possible such college course that neither the col- 
lege nor the university would undertaking the kind work 
that should more properly done the other. 

Until something like this done the hope obtaining col- 
lege “liberal education basis” upon which rest special 
training, can hardly fulfilled. 

The university that would this would take long step for- 
ward educational progress, and feeling relief, great and 
immediate, would result the colleges throughout the whole 
country over the prospect live and let live inter- 
ests both lower and higher education would subserved it, 
and the universities themselves would feel the benefit the 
increased number students their graduate departments, where 
the numbers would swelled graduates from the small colleges. 

would require great self-confidence institution ven- 
ture alone upon such measure. one that felt secure doing 
would feel the need it; indeed, the feeling security would 
due the consciousness not needing it; while those 
which most feel the need are not strong enough venture upon 
against the possibly adverse criticism the old and strong uni- 
versities.

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THE CLARKSON SCHOOL TECHNOLOGY. 


HIS institution unique does not stand alone the history 

educational endowments. was founded, 1895, lov- 
ing memory their brother, Thomas Streatfeild Clarkson, Eliza- 
beth, Lavinia and Frederica Clarkson, who live Potsdam, 
educational centre, northern New York,— one the State Nor- 
mal Schools being located Potsdam, and the St. Lawrence Uni- 
versity, twelve miles distant, Canton, Its location nine- 
teen miles from Massena Springs and the St. Lawrence and fifty 
miles from Saranac Lake, places near the foothills the Adiron- 
dack region with remarkably healthy climate. 

The aim the Clarkson School provide technological 
coeducation,— offer the one institution men and women 
equally thorough four years’ college courses the applied and 
economic sciences, engineering and technology. thus dis- 
tinctively professional school. The four years’ courses are for 
men, civil, electrical and mechanical engineering for women, 
domestic engineering. 

entrance examinations are held the School. 
entirely diploma, certificate credential representing the 
required four years’ high school preparation, and issued the 
Regents the University the State New York, under whose 
charter the School organized and the degrees conferred. Whether 
this preparation has been taken New York, State schools regis- 
tered the Regents outside the State, all credentials are sub- 
mitted them for final approval. 

The work the first two years taken common, the 
cludes instruction language, science, mathematics, drawing and 
technology. Its aim cultural, spirit and method, 
providing the elements liberal and scientific education, and 
laying substantial foundation for future technical 
ing the last two years, economics and sociology only are studied 
common all the students. The remaining work specialized, 
subdivided, and grouped around the leading technical instruction 
required for the baccalaureate degree the branch pursued, that 
Bachelor Science for all courses. 

Men and women alike have the same respective status this 
institution, whether the faculty among the student body. 
Almost all the lectures, drafting instruction 
practice are taken them common. The specialized instruc- 
tion for women differs from that for men only kind, not 
degree. Thus, courses sanitary science and building construc- 
tion are taking the women along with the civil engineering 
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students; heating and ventilation with the mechanical engineering 
electrici and magnetism, electric lighting and distri- 
bution, telegraphy and telephony, with the engineering 
students; and extended courses qualitative and quantitative 
analysis, organic chemistry and organic chemic analysis are taken 
with the chemical students. 

what may called the purely vocational exercises, those 
peculiar woman’s sphere activity and work, the same general 
principle carried out with the engineering courses for men. 
That is, the course for women, there are 810 actual hours 
practical work sloyd, cooking, sewing, embroidering and laun- 
dering, just the mechanical engineering course, for instance, 
for men, there are 810 actual hours practical work iron and 
steel forging, woodworking, pattern-making and moulding, machine 
shop and mechanical construction. are thirty-six weeks 
the school year, divided into two semesters, with average 
eighteen semester hours work each week. 

Where are young women found who wish take this 
kind college course? What they expect life? 
the decade, from 1860 1870, there were established five 
engineering schools departments existing institutions 
addition the seven then operation. Such movement, 
distinct phase the evolution the new education, was cotem- 
poraneous with the development the so-called Land Grant 
Colleges Agriculture and the Mechanic Arts, established 
every State and Territory the act Congress 1862.

THE PROFESSIONAL TRAINING SECONDARY TEACHERS. STATUS 
FRANCE. 


One the submitted for reports and discussion the Inter- 
national Congress Secondary Paris, 1900, was that 
the professional training secondary teachers. result the 
consideration this subject the Congress unanimously resolved: 
That teachers secondary schools ought receive education 
pedagogics, once theoretic and practical, comprising the history 
education, the discussion methods and the practical application 


principles and methods.” The work the Congress has added greatly 


the interest which the problem had already created several 
European countries and has led France official investigations more 
exhaustive than those the committee that worked the Congress. 
The notion that teaching profession requiring special preparation 
and definite credentials has long been recognized throughout the mod- 
ern world, but very generally limited the narrow field ele- 
mentary teaching. Theoretically the principle has been accepted 
France for the entire range education, and that country possesses 
the most notable institution the world devoted nominally this pur- 
pose, the Ecole Normala Superieure Paris. The history this 
establishment dates from decree the Convention 1794; but 
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its original form existed than year. was re-established 
1808 and received its present designation 
1845. years later was installed its permanent home 
the Rue graduate school, only young men possessed 
the bachelor’s degree being admitted the rigid competitive examina- 
tion which students are selected for its privileges. Their expenses 
are borne the State for the three years the course, and they are 
pledged serve for ten years the higher orders public education.
